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"THE  PROMISE  IS  UNTO  YOU"

There  are  many  scenes  of  the  war  now 
happily  fading  from  memory.  But  even 
war  may  leave  its  bright  remembrances 
of  true  manhood  and  comradeship,  some 
undying  evidences  of  the  watchcare  and 
goodness  of  God,  which  justify  the  re- 
hearsal of  incidents  of  those  cloudy  and 
dark  days. 

War  came  to  Canada  when  it  came  to 
England,  on  4th  August,  1914.     Canadian 
volunteers    formed    into    contingents    and 
soon    (took    their    place    in    the    trenches 
besides  troops  from  the  Mother  Country. 

In  Alberta  was  organized  the  13th 
Canadian  Mounted  Rifles;  and  "C" 
Squadron  of  this  regiment  was  made  up 
largely  of  Mormon  boys  of  American 
birth.  They  were  sons  mostly  of  parents 
who  had  settled  in  Canada  in  obedience 
to  a  call  from  the  President  of  the  Church. 
Living  there,  they  felt  an  obligation  to 
assist  the  country  of  their  adoption  in  its 
day  of  need. 

At  a  Sunday  service  held  in  the  town 
of  Taber,  Alberta,  on  26th  March,  1916, 
Major  Hugh  B.  Brown,  then  command- 
ing "  C  "  Squadron  of  the  13th,  made  a 
ringing  call  for  recruits.  Nine  responded, 
ranging  in  age  from  eighteen  to  twenty- 
one.  We  had  grown  up  together  in  the 
priesthood  quorums,  the  Sundav  School 
and  the  M.I.A.  ;  we  had  joined  together  in 
the  fun  of  the  dance  and  had  competed 
in  friendly  contests  of  sport. 

Just  before  we  left  home,  Elder  Samuel 
J.  Lay  ton  was  called  to  address  the 
sacrament  meeting.  He  had  spoken  but 
a  few  minutes  when  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
rested  upon  him.  Under  that  prompting 
he  promised  this  group  of  nine  bovs  that 
if  we  did  nothing  while  awav  of  which 
our  mothers  would  be  ashamed  we  would 
all  live  to  return  after  the  war  was  over. 

A  few  months  later  eight  of  us  were  in 
England  (one  of  the  group  had  been  de- 
tained in  Canada);  and  in  the  midst  of 
the  alluring  temptations  and  lax  moral 
standards  of  camp  life  we  grew  more 
closely   together.        In   our   tent   at  nieht 


we  discussed  the  folks  at  home  and  the 
home  teachings.  We  determined  to  try 
to  observe  those  teachings  more  than  we 
had  before  enlisting,  and  to  prove  worthy 
representatives  of  our  loved  ones.  Regu- 
larly at  night  we  knelt  in  a  group  in  our 
tent  and   prayed  God  to  assist   us. 

When  granted  leave,  we  sought  out  our 
conference  headquarters  in  London.  There 
we  were  welcomed  with  true  hospitality 
by  President  James  Gunn  McKay  and  his 
missionaries.  He   even    invited    us    to 

assist  in  street  meetings  and  other  Church 
gatherings. 

I  was  appointed  by  him  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  the  South  London  Branch.  I 
remember  relating  some  of  the  testi- 
monies gained  in  the  army.  When  Presi- 
dent McKay  spoke,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
rested  mightily  upon  him.  He  said  how 
impressed  he  was  with  the  storv  of  our 
holding    "  family    prayers."  Then    he 

told  of  the  two  thousand  sons  of  the 
people  of  Ammon  who  had  been  taught 
by  their  mothers  "  that  there  was  a  just 
God  ;  and  whosoever  did  not  doubt,  that 
they  should  be  preserved  by  his  marvel- 
lous power.,"  Turning  to  me,  he  said 
slowly    and    impressivelv : 

I  promise  you  boys,  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord,  that  if  you  will  continue  faithful 
to  the  commandments  of  the  Lord,  and 
avoid  the  vices  and  sins  of  the  world,  and 
keep  the  Word  of  Wisdom,  you  will  all 
come  back  and  be  preserved  to  fulfil  a 
life's  work." 

I  copy  this  promise  from  a  letter  now 
in  my  possession,  which  I  wrote  home  to 
my  mother  immediately  after  the  meeting. 

We  determined,  in  our  little  group  o; 
eight,  that  this  was  a  reward  worth  the 
seeking.  But  as  I  look  back  I  wonder 
at  the  temptations  that  came  to  us.  Our 
best  friends  persistently  offered  us 
tobacco.  "  No  use  refusing,"  they  told 
us,  "  when  you're  out  in  the  trenches  in 
France,  standing  all  night  up  to  vour 
waist  in  icy  mud,  you'll  be  glad  of  a  little 
smoke  or  a  little  rum  to  warm  you  up." 
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"  Oh,  you  don't  drink  lea!  Wait  till 
you've  marched  all  day  with  nothing  (o 
eat,  and  when  you  go  for  your  rations  at 
night  there's  nothing  but  tea  issued  ! 
Wait  till  you're  out  wounded  in  No 
Man's  Land,  perishing  from  thirst,  and 
you  see  a  shell  hole,  and  yon  crawl  over 
to  drink'  some  of  the  water  that  has 
seeped  into  it — and  you  find  a  corpse  lying 
there!  You'll  be  glad  of  a  little  boiled 
tea,    won't    you? 

'  What  if  you're  about  to  go  over  the 
top,  and  you  need  something  to  brace 
you  up — I  guess  you'll  take  your  share  of 
the  rum   all   right."  '  There's   no  need 

to  be  squeamish  about  it ;  you'll  have  to 
give  in  sooner  or  later  ";  "  it's  abso- 
lutely impossible  to  get  along  out  there 
without  them  ;  you  might  as  well  give  in 
now  and  enjoy  them." 

We  could  not  argue  down  our  friendly 
tempters.  Thev  must  know  for  some  of 
them  had  been  in  France  for  months. 
But  the  Lord  had  promised  through  His 
servants — had  He  asked  something  of  us 
that  was  physically  impossible? 

I  shall  always  think  it  a  blessing  that 
we  came  in  our  reading  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  to  the  story  of  Lehi,  who  re- 
quested his  sons  to  go  to  Jerusalem  for 
the  sacred  plates.  The  older  sons  refused, 
saving  the  thing  he  asked  of  them  was  an 
utter  impossibility.        But  Ncphi   said  : 

"  I  will  go  and  do  the  things  which 
the  Lord  commanded,  for  I  know  that  the 
Lord  giveth  no  commandments  unto  the 
children  of  men,  save  he  shall  prepare  a 
way  for  them  that  they  may  accomplish 
the  thing  which  he  commandeth  them." 

One  bv  one,  or  in  groups  of  two  or 
three,  our  group  of  eight  went  to  France. 
There  came  times  when  we  marched  many 
miles,  and  when,  footsore  and  famished, 
we  seized  our  mess  tins  and  rushed  to 
the  camp-fire,  only  to  find  that  nothing 
but  tea  was  given  that  night.  A  few 
experiences  like  that  and  we  learned  to 
lay  something  by  for  lean  days  in  the  hour 
of  "  plenty."  We  took  our  turn  in  the 
trenches  and  crawled  over  to  No  Man's 
Land  ;  and  we  traded  our  rations  of  rum 
and  tea  and  cigarettes  for  luxuries  like 
jam  and  other  foods  that  nourished.     All 


of  us  had  our  individual  experiences. 
Once,  in  hospital  with  the  'flu  and  some 
complications,  I  was  puzzled.  "  At  this 
stage  of  your  sickness,"  the  attendants 
explained,  "  we  serve  you  nothing  but 
tea."  "  Bu.  I  don't  drink  tea,"  1  said. 
"  Can't  you  git  me  some  milk?  "  "  It 
has  never  been  done,  but  we'll  try."  S) 
I   was  served   milk   instead  of  tea. 

In  November,  1917,  came  the  < -barge  of 
our  squadron  at   Cambrai.  Two  of  the 

eight  look  part.  My  horse  went  down  as 
we  crosed,  swords  drawn,  over  a  frail 
bridge.  Somehow  I  managed  to  fall  free 
off  my  horse  as  lie  rolled  over  into  the 
water,  carrying  the  whole  side  of  the 
bridge  with  him.  I  lost  mv  sword  in 
the  water,  but  managed  to  strike  the 
water  a  glancing  blow  ,  so  that  I  did  not 
sink,  despite  my  heavy  load,  and  managed 
to  swim  out.  The  troops  passed  before 
I  could  drag  out  my  almost  drowning 
horse,  and  all  the  while  a  German  sniper 
made  things  intensely  lively  for  me.  A 
straggler  came  limping  back,  "  Where's 
B  '  Squadron?  "  I  asked  .  "  Gone!  " 
he  said,  "surrounded  and  cut  to  pieces!  " 
Poor  old  '  B  '  Squadron!  "  I  heard 
someone  saw 

Drenched  and  shivering,  I  waited 
through    that    long   night.  About   nine 

o'clock  some  twenty  comrades  fought 
their  way  through  and  escaped  to  our 
lines.  Near  2  a.m.  ten  more  straggled 
through.  That  was  all !  Leslie  Bigelow, 
one  of  the  group  to  whom  the  promise 
was  made,  was  among  the  lost.  He  had 
surely  lived  his  religion,  and  kept  the 
Word    of    Wisdom.  Had    the    Lord's 

promise   failed? 

In  my  Book  of  Remembrance  I  have  a 
card,  worn  and  faded,  dated  I lth  June, 
1918,  and  postmarked  Friedrichfeld  bei 
Wesel.  It  came  from  a  prisoner  of  a 
war  camp  there.  Along  with  it  I  pre- 
serve a  picture  of  my  friend  Leslie  in  a 
prisoner's  uniform,  as  I  saw  him  in  Lon- 
don the  first  Christmas  after  the  Armis- 
tice. He  had  seen  many  trying  days 
and  had  suffered  untold  privations,  but  he 
came  back  alive  and  well. 

I  keep  that  little  card  and  the  photo, 
not  alone  because  thev  remind  me  of  the 
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preservation  ot  a  friend,  but  because  they 
are  the  symbols  of  a  victory — an  undying 

testimony  to  me  that,  if  we  do  our  part, 
the  word  of  the  Lord  does  not  fail  ! 

Others  of  the  group  have  doubtless 
recorded  their  own  experiences.  Lowell 
Duncombe  was  with  the  regiment  ordered 
to  charge,  on  their  horses  in  full  daylight, 
a  wood  bristling'  with  machine  guns. 
The  Colonel  objected  to  the  order,  say- 
ing- it  was  madness  to  make  that  charge 
and  meant  certain  death  to  the  men. 
The  Brigadier-General  shouted  peremp- 
torily: "  Charge  that  wood!  I  don't 
care  whether  a  damn  one  of  them  comes 
back!  "  They  charged,  and  Sir  Phillip 
Gibbs  has  written  of  what  he  termed  the 
foolhardy  venture,  which  in  a  few  minutes 
left  every  horse  dead  upon  the  field.  For- 
tunately most  of  the  men  escaped,  and 
Lowell  was  among  those  who,  when  his 
horse  went  down  crawled  into  a  trench 
and  escaped.  Another  soldier  rode  my 
horse  into  action  that  day — I  was  still  in 
the  hospital — and  the  best  horse  I  ever 
had  there  was  killed. 

In  the  spring  of  1918  we  charged  afoot 
up  the  hillside.  Before  starting  we  threw 
off  our  overcoats  in  a  pile.  Just  then  a 
shell  struck  the  pile  and  changed  the  coats 
into    carpet    rags.  "  Now   boys,"    the 

Captain  explained  in  even  tones,  "  we  are 
to  go  up  the  hill  in  waves.  The  first  wave 
will  probably  get  a  good  dressing  down. 
You  are  to  be  the  first  wave.  But,  re- 
member, there  are  many  more  to  follow 
and  support  you." 

The  order  was  given  and  we  stepped 
out    into   the   open.  A   furious   hail    of 

bullets  shrieked  over  and  about  us.  We 
ran  a  few  steps,  dropped  down  for  a 
minute,  ran  again,  and  so  on  until  we 
reached  the  brow  of  the  hill.  Lee 
McOmber  was  shot  through  the  ankle  on 
the  way  up  the  slope.  Charlie  Tufts  and 
I  carried  a  box  of  machine  gun  ammuni- 
tion between  us.  A  shell  struck  a  bank 
of  earth  on  a  level  with  our  heads  and 
a  few  yards  in  front  of  us.  As  it  ex- 
ploded, however,  the  particles  were 
thrown  upwards,  and  we  escaped.  Just 
beyond  we  came  to  a  sunken  road. 
Another   shell   struck   right   between    our 


feel  and  exploded.  We  were  knocked 
down  and  somewhat  da/ed  ;  he  had  a  few 
holes  cut  in  his  tunic;  several  on  either 
side  of  us  were  stricken  down  or  severely 
wounded  ;  but  neither  of  us  was  scratched  ! 

I  am  told  that  as  he  ran  forward  to 
take  the  place  of  a  machine  gunner  who 
had  been  killed,  another  shell  struck  be- 
tween his  legs,  but  failed  to  explode.  As 
I  returned  from  carrying  wounded  to  the 
dressing  station,  I  fell  in  with  some 
British  troops  coming  to  our  support. 
The  Major  in  command  of  the  party  was 
struck  on  the  knee  and  it  was  shattered. 
With  perfect  self  control,  in  the  midst  of 
what  must  have  been  excruciating  pain, 
he  explained  every  detail  of  the  plan  we 
were  to  follow,  before  he  would  leave. 
W  started  through  the  wood  single  file. 
I  was  third  in  line.  Shells  were  tearing 
through  the  trees  and  snapping  them  off 
like  matchwood.  Bullets  were  cracking 
on  all  sides  of  us,  and  an  aeroplane  added 
to  the  interest  by  firing  upon  us  from 
overhead.  A  bullet  struck  and  the  first 
man  crumpled  ;  a  second  and  the  next  man 
man  groaned  and  fell  stark.  It  was  my 
turn  next.  I  am  thankful  that  it  never 
came. 

The  boys  of  the  troop  who  had  re- 
mained back  of  the  line  with  our  horses 
prepared     a     sumptuous     meal     for     us. 

"  They  will  be  good  and  hungry  after 
this  fight,"  they  told  themselves,  "  for 
they  haven't  had  any  rations  for  nearly 
two  days  .      So  we'll  surprise  them." 

Only  six  of  us  came  back  to  eat  that 
meal,  and  for  once  there  was  plenty. 

Eight  months  more  of  active  service 
followed.  In    a   cavalry   charge   at   Le 

Cateau,  Charlie  Tufts  received  a  shrapnel 
wound  on  the  hand  and  was  in  hospital 
for  a  month  or  so.  The  Armistice  found 
us  in  Belgium,  in  hot  pursuit  of  the  re- 
treating enemy.  Every  one  of  the  eight 
had  had  narrow  escape^  ;  two  had  been 
wounded,  and  one  had  been  a  prisoner  of 
war  for  a  year ;  but  all  of  them  came  back 
home  alive  and  well  and  all  are  alive  to- 
dav,  spared  for  their  life's  mission.  The 
promise  of  the  Lord  was  fulfilled. 
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IS  IT  A  DUTY  TO  BE  OF  GOOD 
CHEER? 

Editorial, — D  esc  ret  News. 

It  is  not  easy  for  us  all  to  be  cheerful 
always,  and  many  times  it  is  exceedingly 
difficult.  True,  it  is  partly  a  matter  of 
temperament  ;  but  all  of  us  have  burdens 
to  bear  which  sometimes  crush  us  until 
time  brings  its  healing  touch.  We  get 
into  rough  places  at  times  and  our  hearts 
get  heavy.  Sometimes  the  skies  over- 
head are  so  dark  that  we  wonder  if  the 
sun  will  ever  shine  again. 

We  need  not  attempt  to  catalogue  all  of 
the  ills  to  which  human  flesh  is  heir. 
There  are  many  things  that  tend  to 
depress  us,  that  make  it  hard  for  us  to 
be  of  good  cheer  ;  but  it  is  clearly  a  duty 
for  us  to  do  the  very  best  we  can  in  this 
direction.  There  is  always  one  thing  we 
can  do  ;  we  can  meet  life's  difficulties  with 
courage  and  put  a  brave  face  on  matters, 
even  if  they  are  not  such  as  to  please  us. 

"  Assume  a  virtue  if  you  have  it  not." 

And   sometimes  a   virtue  will  strike   in, 

and  become  a  second  nature.       We  can, 

art    any    rate    be    Stoic,    if    we    cannot    be 

Christian,  in  our  cheer. 

There  is  one  thing  it  might  be  well  for 
us  all  to  bear  in  mind.  We  have  no 
right,  no  matter  how  burdened  we  may 
be,  to  inflict  our  griefs  upon  others,  be- 
yond that  which  is  necessary  or  which  may 
possibly  be  helpful.  In  other  words,  our 
own  personal  unhappiness  we  should 
isolate,  as  the  doctors  now  isolate  con- 
tagious diseases.  WTe  know  this  is  not 
an  easy  thing  to  do  ;  but  think  of  the  sel- 
fishness involved  if  we  do  not  attempt  to 
assume  this  virtue.  We  have  all  known 
persons  who  bring  a  headache  to  the 
breakfast  table  and  spoil  the  appetites  of 
the  entire  family,  and  then  continue  to 
desolate  the  home  through  the  whole  clay. 
There  is  no  reason  why  one  should  spread 
the  contagion  of  his  personal  ills  to  every- 
body else  with  whom  he  may  come  in  con- 
tact. 

There    is   a    quaint   proverb   that    says  : 

'  We  cannot  keep   the   birds   from   flying 
over  our  heads,  but  we  need  not  let  them 


build  their  nests  in  our  hair."  So  it  is 
within  the  power  of  all  of  us  to  decide 
whether  we  will  keep  company  with  the 
dark  and  discouraging  things  of  life,  or 
whether  we  will  select  the  fairer  and  the 
brighter  things  for  our  associates.  There 
is  a  tin\'  verse  which  says  : 

"  The  inner  side  of  every  cloud 

Is  bright  and  shining  : 
I  therefore  turn  my  clouds  about, 
And  always  wear  them  inside  out," 
To  show*  the  lining." 

Unquestionably,  it  comes  within  the 
scope  of  our  power  to  determine  largely 
the  kind  of  a  world  we  choose  to  live  in. 

Then,  there  is  something  further. 
Nearly  all  of  the  evil  results  that  so  bur- 
den human  hearts  and  distract  and  distress 
human  life  are  humanly  caused,  are  avoid- 
able. A  mother  will  break  every  law 
that  touches  the  health  of  her  child,  and 
then  wonder  at  Divine  Providence  that 
permits  it  to  be  sick.  A  man  will  break 
all  the  laws  of  health,  and  then  wonder 
why  God  afflicts  him  so.  And  so  in 
nearly  every  department  of  life.  Take 
the  angers,  the  hatreds,  the  jealousies, 
the  envies,  the  cruelties,  cipher  out  your 
problem,  add  up  the  evils  of  the  world  for 
which  men  are  responsible,  and  you  will 
find  that  few  are  left  to  charge  against  the 
goodness  and  the  love  of  God.  We  have 
no  right  to  charge  the  Creator  with  having 
made  a  bad  universe.  After  the  Creation 
God  saw  that  it  was  good. 

We  ought  to  learn  'that  our  lives  are 
made  up  of  little  things  and  so  we  should 
try  to  be  happy  in  the  little  things  of  life. 
The  best  things  in  the  world  are  ours,  if 
we  will  take  them  ;  nobody  can  sell  them, 
nobody    can    fence    them    off.  But   the 

chances  are  that  we  overlook  these  ;  they 
become  commonplace  to  us.  We  fix  our 
attention  on  some  special  thing  that  may 
be  impossible  for  us  to  reach  and  we  let 
tlie  sunshine  and  the  colour  and  fragrance 
of  life  go  by.  Simple,  humble  folk  find 
the   greatest   happiness    in   life.  Jesus 

said,  you  know,  that  God  hid  the  king- 
dom of  heaven  from  the  wise  men  and  re- 
vealed it  to  babes  ;  and  that  if  one  wished 
to  enter  therein  he  must  become  as  a  little 
child. 
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II    it    wers    possible    it    would    not    be    a 

desirable  thing  For  anyone  to  go  through 

this  life  without  knowing  the  meaning  of 
sorrow.  It    is   ;i   scientific   lad    that    \vc 

know  things  only  by  contrast.  The  rich 
natures  of  the  world  are  the  ones  that  have 
sounded  the  world's  deeps.  Would  you 
have  Jesus  changed?  Would  you  take 
away  the  fact  that  He  was  "  a  man  of  sor- 
rows and  acquainted  with  grief."  Take 
these  away  and  the  meaning,  the 
grandeur,  the  magnificence  of  the  life  of 
the  Master  would  vanish. 

So  let  us  be  cheerful,  even  in  the  face 
of  grief  and  be  glad  that  we  can  take  our 
share  of  it  and  so  understand  the  world's 
sorrows  and  help  toward  their  cure. 
Merely  to  be  born  in  a  world  like  this, 
merely  to  have  such  a  destiny  awaiting 
us ;  is  not  this  enough  to  give  life  and 
power,  beauty  and  victory  to  the  words 
with  which  we  started  ?  "Be  ye  of  good 
cheer." 


NEWS  OF  THE  CHURCH  IN  THE 
WORLD. 

Newest  stake  in  the  Church,  Chicago 
Stake,  will  soon  have  its  own  tabernacle, 
it  was  announced  from  its  headquarters 
recently.  The   Chicago  Stake,   created 

29th  November,  1936,  is  the  one  hundred 
and  eighteenth  to  be  established.  They 
are  located  from  New  York  on  the  east 
to  Hawaii  in  the  west  and  from  Canada 
on  the  north  to  Mexico  in  the  south. 

Recently  acquired  by  the  Church  was 
the  site  of  the  old  Nauvoo  Temple,  in 
Nauvoo,  Illinois,  headquarters  of  the 
Church  in  early  days.  Shortly  after  the 
completion  of  the  Temple  in  May,  1845, 
the  saints  were  driven  from  their  homes 
in  the  Illinois  city,  and  began  their 
exodus  to  Utah.  Following  their  de- 
parture, the  Temple  fell  into  the  hands 
of  hostile  mobs  and  was  set  afire. 
Shortly  thereafter  a  tornado'  swept 
through  the  city  and  razed  the  blackened 
walls. 


Sixteen  basketball   teams,   representing 

a  total  of  1,800  teams  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  participated  in  the  eleventh 
annual  churchu  ide  M.I. A.  basketball 
tourney  at  Salt  Lake  City,  .'Jrd-Gih  March. 
More  than  12,000  M  men  in  the-  United 
States  and  Canada  participate  in  the 
basketball  competition  every  year. 

Construction  of  two  new  temples  will 
begin  shortly,  according  to  recent  an- 
nouncements made  by  the  First  Presi- 
dent. The  two  new  structures  will  cost 
a  total  of  yJ105,000.  The  new  edifices 
will  be  the  tenth  and  eleventh  of  their 
kind  to  be  built  in  this  dispensation  and 
will  be  the  eight  and  ninth  in  active  use 
a.t  the  present  time.  More  than  £2, 000, 000 
has  already  been  expended  in  the  con- 
struction of  temples  now  in  use  which  are 
located  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Logan,  St. 
George,  and  Manti,  Utah,  Mesa,  Arizona, 
Laie,  Oahu,  Hawaii,  and  Cardston, 
Alberta,   Canada. 

Two  hundred  thousand  tourists  visited 
the  Salt  Lake  Temple  Grounds  during 
1936,  recently  compiled  statistics  show. 
They  included  visitors  from  every  state 
in  the  Union  and  66  foreign  countries. 
The  1936  total  is  almost  a  100  per  cent, 
increase  over  1934. 

Organist  at  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle 
for  more  than  30  years,  and  nationally 
known  as  a  musician,  Elder  Edward  P. 
Kimball  passed  away  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  on  15th  March.  For  the  past  four 
years  Elder  Kimball  lias  been  organist 
and  director  of  the  bureau  of  information 
at  the  ^100,000  chapel  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  where  he  has  presented  more  than 
1,000   daily   organ   recitals. 

Construction  of  twenty  new  buildings 
will  shortly  commence  under  the  direction 
of  the  Church  Department  of  Education. 
The  new  buildings,  costing  a  total  of 
^60,000  will  include  one  institute,  three 
junior  institutes  and  sixteen  seminaries  at 
Various  colleges  and  high  schools  in  Utah, 
Idaho,    and    Arizona. 
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THE  ABUNDANT  LIFE

One  day  while  perusing  the  pages  of 
philosophic  wisdom  of  Klbert  Hubbard  1 
came  across  these  words  :  "  Happiness  is 
the  bud,  the  blossom  and  fruit  of  good 
and  noble  actions." 

I  sincerely  believe  there  are  many  people 
in  the  world  that  would  accept  such  a 
philosophy  if  the  good  and  noble  actions 
part  could  be  stretched  to  include  their 
own  peculiar  acts  in  a  pursuit  for  happi- 
ness. 

There  are  countless  numbers  that  be- 
lieve supreme  happiness  awaits  anyone 
who  accumulates  a   vast   fortune.  We 

think  that  with  so  much  money  we  might 
do  all  sorts  of  philanthropise  things,  such 
as  founding-  a  university,  or  giving  liberal- 
ly for  charity  in  an  effort  to  cause  happi- 
ness. The  fallacy  lies  in  the  fact  that  we 
think  we  would  do  that,  if  we  were  rich, 
and  honestly  try  to  convince  ourselves  that 
we  must  become  wealthy  in  order  to  make 
people  happy  or  be  happy  ourselves.  The 
truth  is  that  we  will  do  no  more  good  with 
large  possessions  than  with  our  small 
ones,  and  as  a  result  we  fail  to  do  any- 
thing at  all.  We  trick  ourselves  into 
believing  that  we  must  have  money  above 
everything  else,  and  if  we  do  not  have  it, 
we  cannot  be  happy. 

There  are  comparatively  few  people  who 
are  wealthy  in  proportion  to  the  countless 
number  who  must  earn  their  bread  every 
day  before  they  eat  it,  and  if  it  takes 
wealth  to  be  happy,  then  there  must  be  a 
small  few  in  the  world  who  enjoy  that 
privilege.  But   the   truth   remains   that 

millions  of  people  the  world  over,  who 
barelv  have  the  necessities  of  life,  are 
happy.  If     they     possess     very     little 

material  wealth  what  is  it  that  makes  them 
so?  It  is  found  in  the  words  of  Hub- 
bard quoted  above.  If  we  would  be 
happy,  then  we  must  pay  the  price  of  good 
deeds   and   noble   actions.  There   is   no 

short-cut  and  our  happiness  is  positively 
regulated  in  proportion  to  the  number  and 
variety  of  our  deeds. 

I  do  ni>t  wish  to  convey  the  thought  that 
it  is  impossible  to  have  wealth  and  still  be 


happy.  A  person  with  wealth  when  he 
uses  it  rightly  can  bring  joy  into  the  hearts 
of  those  who  are  le.^s  fortunate,  and  by  his 
kind  act  bring  to  himself  true  happiness. 
However,  the  function  of  money  is  to  cir- 
culate and  the  miser  who  hoards  his  gold 
thus  makes  it  worthless,  because  it  bene- 
fits no  one — not  even  himself.  There  are 
many  people  who  possess  wealth  that  use 
it  properly  and  are  very  happy.  The  rea- 
son they  are  happy  lies  not  in  the  fact 
that  they  have  accumulated  wealth,  but 
because  in  the  ledger  of  the  book  of  life 
you  will  find  recorded  countless  kindly 
deeds,  done  in  the  interest  of  their  fellow- 
man,  while  their  wealth  appears  as  a  con- 
comitant. '  The  greatest  thing,"  says 
someone,  "  a  man  can  do  for  His 
Heavenly  Father  is  to  be  kind  to  some  of 
His  other  children."  Man  cannot  be 
happy  and  live  independently  of  his  fellow- 
man.  Did  not  the  Saviour  say,  that  he 
who  would  be  the  greatest,  let  him  be  the 
servant  ? 

While  the  Saviour  was  ministering 
among  men  He  gave  them  many  teach- 
ings for  their  salvation  and  among  other 
things  He  told  them  to  seek  the  Kingdom 
of  God  and  His  righteousness  first,  and 
the  material  things  of  this  world  would  be 
added.  The  trouble  lies  not  in  the  cry 
that  that  bit  of  advice  has  been  antiquated 
by  time,  but  in  the  realization  that  wealth, 
fame,  and  a  name  in  the  social  register 
have  been  substituted  for  love,  honesty 
and  service  as  rounds  in  the  ladder  of  life 
that  will  certainly  lead  to  His  Kingdom. 
He  also  said  that  we  could  not  serve  two 
masters,  God  ami  mammon,  for  either  we 
would  love  ihe  one  and  hate  the  other  or 
hate  the  one  and  love  the  other.  Because 
of  our  niggardliness,  too  many  of  us  have 
chosen  to  serve  the  wrong  master  and  as 
a  result  cause  very  little  happiness  for 
ourselves  or  anybody  else.  Even  if  a  man 
should  amass  a  vast  fortune  and  with  it 
purchase  a  mansion  containing  a  magnifi- 
cent art  gallery,  a  rare  collection  of  fine 
books  and  had  five  motor  cars  to  care  for 
his   needs,   it   is  only   temporary   satisfac- 
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tion  ;ind  with  comparative  swiftness  be- 
comes menial  and  passes  away.  Hut  lit 
a  person  by  hard  work  and  count  less 
kindly  deeds  acquire  a  humble  home  with 
a  wife  and  children  and  live  true  friends 
and  his  joy  and  happiness  will  be  bound- 
less. There  is  many  a  wealth}'  bachelor 
that  would  trade  his  fortune  for  the  joys 
of  a  home  with  a  wife  ami  children,  but 
there  is  not  a  single  man  that  would  ex- 
change the  joys  of  a  home  with  a  wife  and 
children  for  the  combined  resources  of  the 
world.  Neither  would  you   find  a  man 

that  would  exchange  his  five  best  friends 
for  the  live  best  motor  cars  in  the  world. 
The  one  is  acquired  by  enduring-  love  for 
his  fellow  man  and  the  other  by  the 
passionate  love  of  money. 

Manv  people  never  experience  very 
much  joy  and  happiness  because  they 
never  can  see  what  should  be  done  to  get 
it. 

The  story  is  told  of  a  certain  king  who 
called  two  of  his  best  servants  and  said 
to  the  first  "  Go,  search  throughout  my 
kingdom  and  bring  me  a  sample  of  all  the 
weeds  you  can  find.  He  instructed  the 
second  likewise,  except  he  should  bring 
a  sample  of  all  the  flowers.  After  due 
time  the  first  servant  returned  and  re- 
ported that  the  king  ought  to  do  some- 
thing because  his  kingdom  was  overrun 
with  weeds.  The  second  servant  returned 
all  elated  because  of  the  abundance  of 
beautiful  flowers. 

I've  always  cherished  that  story  because 
it  shows  that  if  we  look  for  a  certain  thing 
we  will  be  pretty  sure  to  find  it.  Likewise, 
if  we  are  looking  for  the  opportunity  to 
make  someone  happy  by  doing  some  little 
kind  deed  we  do  not  have  to  search  very 
far  until  we  find  it. 

If  a  person  wants  to  build  a  house  of 
happiness  the  foundation  must  be  inlaid 
with  attributes  of  love,  service  and  kind- 
ness. There  are  many  people  who  have 
all  the  material  goods  this  world  has  to 
offer  and  are  not  happy,  but  there  are 
manv  more  who  have  few  of  them  and  yet 
are  extremely  happy  bacause  of  the 
presence  of  these  divine  attributes.  Life 
only  becomes  shallow,  empty  and  devoid 
of    happiness    when    people    cease    to    love 


you,   not    because   you   do   not    live  in  the 

finest   home  or  drive  the  best   motor  i  ;ir. 

Robert  Louis  Stevenson  has  shown  us 
the  way  when  he  said,  "  He  has  achieved 
success  who  has  lived  well,  laughed  often 
and  loved  much  ;  who  has  gained  the 
respect  of  inlelligi  n1  men  and  the  love  of 
little  children;  who  has  left  the  world 
better  than  he  found  it,  whether  bv  an 
improved  poppy,  a  perfect  poem,  or  a 
rescued  soul  ;  who  has  never  lacked  appre- 
ciation of  earth's  beauties  nor  failed  to  ex- 
press it  ;  who  has  always  looked  for  the 
best  in  others  and  given  the  best  he  has; 
whose  life  is  an  inspiration  ;  whose 
memory,   a.   benediction. 

A  person  that  seeks  fame  and  fortune 
and  forgets  his  fellowman  is  a  modern 
Esau  who  sells  his  birthright  of  happiness 
for  the  pottage  of  an  empty  name  and 
mammon.  The  ABUNDANT  LIFE   is 

only  the  normal  or  natural  life  as  we  shall 
some  day  know   it.

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SEQUEL  TO  A  STORY  OF 
HEROISM. 

Death  of  Mexican  Mother  Recalls  Incident 
of  Courage. 

A  quarter  of  a  century  ago  a  Mexican 
mother  sat  in  her  home  and  heard  the 
shots  of  a  rebel  firing  squad  that  ended 
the  life  of  her  son. 

This  young  man  and  his  mother  had 
been  recent  converts  to  the  Church  and  the 
young  man  gave   us   his  life  because  he 

chose     death     rather    than     renounce     his 
new  found  faith. 

On  4th  March  of  this  year  funeral  ser- 
vices were  held  for  this  Mexican  mother, 
President  Harold  W.  Pratt,  of  the  Mexi- 
can Mission,  presided  and  reports  that 
"  therein  we  paid  our  last  respects  to  one 
of  the  finest  characters  that  it  has  been  my 
privilege  to  know  in  the  Mexican 
Mission." 

In  a  letter  to  the  First  Presidency,  re- 
ceived this  week,  President  Pratt  writes  : 

"As  a  widow,  she  joined  the  Church 
just  at  the  beginning  of  the  revolution  in 
1913,  in  company  with  her  only  son, 
Rafael  Monro}',  and  three  daughters. 
Very  soon  after  their  conversion  the 
missionaries  had  to  leave  Mexico  because 
of  the  revolution,  and  they  were  left 
alone,  the  only  members  in  the  town  of 
San  Marcos,    Hidalgo.      , 

"  Rafael  came  into  Mexico  City,  the 
day  that  President  Rev  L.  Pratt  and 
missionaries  were  leaving,  and  asked  what 
was  to  become  of  him,  his  mother  and 
sisters,  being  left  alone  so  recent lv  con- 
verted. President  Pratt  answered  by 
ordaining  him  an  Elder  and  instructing 
him  to  look  after  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
the  family  and  to  extend  the  message  to 
his  neighbours. 

"  So  diligent  was  lie  in  this  latter 
charge  that  he  made  some  enemies,  who 
connived  with  the  revolutionists,  and 
Rafael,  and  another  brother  by  the 
name  of  Morales,  were  taken  prisoners, 
and  charged  with'  spying  lor  the 
enemy-  Without     court     martial     or 

other    form    of    trial    they    were    sentenced 
to  death.        Then  just   before  the  hour  of 


execution  they  were  offered  their  free- 
dom if  they  would  renounce  their  religion, 
and  join   the  rebel   forces.       They  chose 

lather  to  give  up  their  lives,  and  were 
executed,  being  I  believe,  the  last  martyrs 
in   the   Church. 

This  sad  event  left  Sister  Monroy  and 
her  daughters  practically  alone,  but  due 
to  their  faithfulness  and  diligence  both 
in  living  the  Gospel  and  teaching  ii,  there 
has  grown  up  in  the  little  town  of  San 
Marcos,  one  of  the  most  thriving  branches 
that    we    have    in    the    mission. 

Continued  Faithful. 

In  all  of  the  twenty-three  years  since 
the  death  of  her  son,  I  have  never  known 
of  Sister  Monroy's,  having  given  utter- 
ance to  a  single  complaint  as  to  Rafael's 
choice  to  die  rather  than  deny  his  testi- 
mony of  the  Gospel,  even  though  it  might 
have  been   a.   temporary  denial. 

She  has  lived  a  rich  life  and  was 
called  home  at  the  age  of  84  years,  happy 
in  the  thought  of  going  to  meet  her  be- 
loved son,  and  worthy  husband,  who 
passed   away   in    1903." 

Perhaps  no  story  in  the  annals  of 
Church  history  shows  more  courage  and 
faithfulness  on  the  part  of  a  Latter-day 
Saint  tlTan  this  story  of  Rafael  Monroy, 
the  sequel  of  which  is  the  death  of  his 
mother,    Jesusita   vda.    de    Monroy. 

This  story  is  thrillingly  told  in  the 
words  of  the  late  President  Rev  L.  Pratt, 
given  at  a  general  conference  in  Salt  Lake- 
just  a  few  months  after  the  incident 
occurred. 

It  is  as  follows  : — 

In  the  year  1913,  conditions  became  so 
bad  in  Mexico  that  upon  the  advice  of 
President  Smith,  we  decided  to  leave  the 
mission  for  a  time  and  move  out  of  the 
country,  and  with  my  family,  and  the 
seven  elders  that  were  left  with  us  then, 
we   were    making   preparations   to  go. 

I  sent  word  to  the  branches  round 
about.  We   had   every  branch,    as   we 

thought,  that  could  be  organized  into  a 
branch,    fully   organized.  We    had   told 

the  people  that  perchance  we  might  be 
called  upon  to  leave  them  for  a  time,  and 
wanted  them  to  be  in  a  condition  to  take 
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care  of  themscbes;  but  just  in  the  altcr- 
noon  of  the  day  upon  which  we  were  to 
leave  in  the  evening,  a  young  man,  who 
only  two  months  before  had  been  baptized 
a  member  Ou  the  Church  with  his  two  sis- 
ters and  a  little  later  his  mother  and  his 
wife  and  a  young  friend  of  the  family  and, 
1  think,  one  or  two  more  in  that  particu- 
lar locality,  came  into  the  mission  house, 
and  there  was  sorrow  in  his  lace,  and  as 
he  clasped   my  hand,   he  said  : 

"  Brother  Pratt,  is  it  true  that  you  are 
going  away.?  Is  it  true  that  the  mission- 
aries are  going  to  leave  us? 

I  said,  "  Yes,  Brother  Monroy,  it 
seems  that  that  is  the  wisest  thing  to 
do." 

Makes  Plea. 

And  he  said:  "Well,  I  have  been 
around  and  visited  the  other  conferences 
and  branches  some,  and  I  know  that  they 
have  their  branch  organizations  and  their 
conferences  and  the  Priesthood  of  the 
Lord,  and  they  can  get  along  in  some 
sort  of  way ;  but  what  is  going  to  be- 
come of  us?  We  have  no  branch.  Who 
will    teach    us?  Who    will    guide    us? 

Who  will  carry  us  forward  in  this  great 
work?  " 

It  seemed  to  me  that  I  could  do  no  other 
than    I   did.  I    said,    "  Dear   brother, 

please  sit  down  in  that  chair,"  and  I 
called  the  secretary  of  the  mission  into 
the  room  and  said,  "  Brother  Young,  we 
will  ordain  this  good  brother  an  elder 
and  set  him  apart  to  preside  over  the 
branch  in  San  Marcos,  though  there  are 
perchance  only  ten  people  there  members 
of  the   Church." 

And  we  set  him  apart  as  branch  presi- 
dent, after  having  ordained  him  an  elder 
in  the  Church  ;  and  I  said  : 

"  Brother,  you  go  back  up  there  and 
gather  your  little  branch  of  people  to- 
gether and  tell  them  of  this.  We  have 
not  time  to  and  tell  them  about  it." 
And  I  gave  him  a  letter,  and  said  :  "  You 
take  care  of  them  as  best  you  can  ;  put 
your  faith  and  trust  in  the  Lord  and  He 
will  bless  you  and  magnify  you,  and  you 
will  be  an  instrument  for  good  in  that 
community :" 


Branch  Grows. 

That  night  we  left,  and  he  took  the 
train  back  to  his  home.  For  two  years 
during  the  troubulous  times  that  followed, 
I  received  letters  from  him,  and  they  are 
among  the  things  thai  I  treasure  most  in 
life,  for  they  are  lull  of  faith  and  they 
are  full  of  devotion  to  the  Lord  and  they 
are  lull  of  love  toward  his  fellow  men. 
He  went  to  work  and  gathered  his 
people  together  and  began  to  hold  meet- 
ings; and  from  that  humble  beginning, 
it  was  not  more  than  a  year  until  from 
seventy- five  to  one  hundred  people  were 
meeting  there  regularly,  and  in  the  two 
years  that  he  presided  over  that  little 
branch,  something  like  sixty  people  were 
added  to  the  Church  as  a  direct  result 
of  his  humble  and  faithful  labours. 

But  in  the  events  that  have  swept  over 
Mexico  like  a  scourge,  the  revolution 
came  to  his  town,  and  the  opposing  fac- 
tions from  the  north  and  south  were  con- 
tending, with  the  little  town  of  San  Mar- 
cos between  them,  the  Saints  living  virtu- 
ally and  literally  upon  the  firing  line,  and 
day  after  day  the  conflict  raged,  and  the 
Saints  one  Sunday  held  their  meetings 
while  the  shells  from  either  side  were  fall- 
ing over  their  meeting  house,  but  they 
continued   the    services. 

Finally  the  factions  from  the  north  were 
driven  out,  and  the  men  from  the  band 
of  Zapata  came  up  and  someone  said  : 
"  There  is  a  man  over  there  who  has 
been  assisting  the  people  of  the  other 
faction,  he  has  been  a  colonel  in  the  other 
army." 

These  people  from  the  south  are  in- 
finitely fanatic.  I  never  saw  anything 
like  it.  They  go  to  war  with  an  image 
of  the  Yirgin  Mary  tied  around  their 
necks  ;  and  everybody  who  will  not  be- 
lieve as  they  do,  they  think  they  have  a 
perfect  right  to  exterminate.  They 
arrested  this  dear  brother  of  ours,  and 
they  asked  him  if  he  had  a  store  of  arms 
and  he   said,   no. 

It  seemed  to  be  a  habit  of  his  from  the 
time  he  was  converted,  always  to  carry  in 
his  pocket  the  Bible  and  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon, and  he  drew  them  out  and  said  : 
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"  These  are  my  arms,  and  I  have 
earned,  and  I  carry  them  to  benefit,  not 
to  destroy  my  fellowmen." 

Defies  Captors. 

They  took  him  and  a  young-  man  who 
was  in  the  same  house,  a  memher  of  the 
Church  also,  to  a  big  tree  and  put  a  noose 
around  their  necks  and  strung  them  up 
until  they  fainted,  and  then  let  them  down 
and  revived  both  of  them  again  and  gave 
them  another  chance  if  they  would  only 
tell  where  their  arms  were  and  say  that 
they  would  renounce  their  strange  re- 
ligion— for  among  the  accusations 
brought  against  him  was  this,  that  he  was 
teaching  a  strange  religion  and  strange 
gods  and  carrying  the  people  of  the  com- 
munity   after    him. 

He  said  "  I  canno't  do  it,  for  I  know 
that  what  I  have  received  is  true  and  I 
cannot  renounce  my  religion." 

His  two  sisters,  on  learning  what  lad 
become  of  him,  went  up  and  asked  the 
general  to  release  him,  but  they  were 
thrown  into  prison  with  him.  Instead  ot 
sorrowing,  he  took  his  Bible  and  Book  ol 
Mormon  and  among  the  other  prisoners 
tried  to  teach  the  gospel.  About  evening 
time  the  good,  old  widowed  mother  sent  a 
little  basket  of  food  to  the  little  adobe 
house  where  they  were  confined.  And  this 
brother,  before  they  prepared  the  supper, 
out  in  that  little  humble  place  asked  the 
guards    to   give   him    some   water.  He 

said  he  wanted  to  wash  himself,  his  neck 
was  chafed  where  the  rope  had  been. 

He  carefully  washed  himself  and 
combed  his  hair,  and  then  when  the}' 
spread  the  food  out,  he  said  to  those  pre- 
sent, "  If  you  have  no  objections,  we 
would  like  to  ask  the  blessings  of  the 
Lord  upon  this  food."  In  a  voice  that 
all  could  hear,  he  asked  the  Lord  to  bless 
that  food,  but  in  a  voice  that  only  his 
sisters  could  hear,  he  said,  "  I  will  not 
eat  to-night.  I  am  fasting  and  praying 
to  the  Lord. 

Shows  Courage. 

It  was  not  ten  minutes  before  thev  said 
they  wanted  these  two  men  outside.  The 
girls  stopped  eating,  of  course,  and  tin- 
two  men  were  taken  out.        It  was  then 


just  dusk,  and  the)  were  backed  up 
against  a  great  ash  tree — I  can  see  it 
just  as  plainly  as  if  it  were  here  ;  for  I 
have  seen  it  and  have  heard  the  mother 
and  the  daughters  recite  the  sad  experi- 
ence— and  six  men  were  lined  up  to  shoot 
them  and  another  said:  "  Now,  as  one- 
last  chance,  we  tell  you  if  you  will  re- 
nounce your  religion  and  confess  before 
the  Virgin  Mary,  we  will  forgive  you  and 
will  spare  your  lives." 

He  said:   "  Gentlemen,   I  cannot,  for  I 

know  that   what    I   have   taught    and  what 

I  have  accepted  is  the  gospel  of  fesus 
Christ." 

They  said:  "  All  right,  then  prepare 
yourself,  but  have  you  anything  to  say 
before   you   are   executed? 

Yes,"  he  said,  "  I  will  make  one  last 
request,  that  I  be  permitted  to  kneel  here 
and    pray."  And    he    knelt    there    and 

prayed.  He  prayed  first  that  the  Lord 
would  bless  his  widowed  mother  and  pro- 
vide for  her,  and  bless  his  wile  and  little 
child,  who  would  be  left  a  widow  and 
orphan  ;  then  he  prayed  for  the  little 
branch,  ami  he  said:  "  Lord,  bless  this 
little  flock  that  they  may  not  go  astray, 
but  that  someone  will  be  raised  up  to  lead 
them." 

And  then  he  turned  and  said  : 

Lord,  forgive  these  men,  for  thev 
know  not  what  they  do,"  and  as  he  arose 
from  the  ground,  he  folded  his  arms  and 
said.  "  Gentlemen,  I  am  at  your  service." 

Is  Executed. 

A  moment  or  two  later,  the  daughters 
in  that  little  adobe  room,  ami  the  mother 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  further  on,  heard  the 
sound  of  the  guns  that  killed  their 
brother  and   their  son. 

Brethren  and  sisters,  what  was  it  that 
took  that  man  smiling  and  with  faith  like 
that  up  to  his  execution?  It  was  none 
other  than  the  same  testimony  that  foseph 
Smith  bore  to  the  world  to  the  very  day 
that  he  sealed  his  testimony  with  his 
blood.  Ami  I  would  rather  be  in  their 
class  and  give  up,  if  the  Lord  required  it 
at  my  hands,  my  life,  than  to  be  the 
owner  of  all  the  world  and  not  have  that 
testimony  with  it.
